If  Your  observation  that  about  a  fifth  of  the  questions  dealt 
with  in  the  little  publication  that  you  borrowed  were  "in  poor 
tasteE  is  a  valid  b±k  criticism,  I'm  sure. 

2.  The  publication  did  not  originate  with  Technocracy,  as 
you  know.  It  dates,  I  believe,  from  the  1930fs,  and  like  a 
lot  of  other  outside  comments,  is  more  of  a  misrepresentation 
than  a  reliable  source  of  information.  I  consider  it  simply 
an  item  for  the  archives.  In  trying  to  collect  the  record 

of  the  organization  we  include  the  good  with  the  bad.  Its 
all  part  of  history  now. 

3.  Perhaps  you  remember  that  Technocracy  did  publish  a 
"Questions  and  Answers"  pamphlet  many  years  ago.  It  has 
been  superseded  by  the  questions  and  answers  in  the  "TITD" , 
and  in  Brief  No.  22.  If  a  large  public  response  were  to 
develop  again,  I  expect  the  organization  would  re-issue 
some  of  those  out-of-print  items. 

•  Come  to  think  of  it,  when  we  opened  this  office  a  couple 
f  years  ago,  we  were  pushing  a  "Questions  and  Answers"  issue 

of  the  Technocracy  Digest.  We  were  ujjable  to  re-order  it, 

perhaps  because  it  was  replaced  by  the  TTSD.
